The official nev/spaper, ''The Black Panther", vjhich 
further describes itself as the "Black Community Nev/s Service'', 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistently 
referred to in the publication as "pigs" v/ho should be killed.

It is believed this TED JOANS identical with 
Negro poet residing in England, described as age 40, believed 
to be an American from New York. 


On 10/2/68, 


(PROB) advised that one TED 


JOANS supposedly’ returned to US from North Africa, was in 
Philadelphia recently to attend the Black Power Conference 
held there ( 8/29 to 9 /I/ 68 ). 



JOANS at conference was heard to remark he recently 
had been in contact with or at a meeting with other 
revolutionaries not further identified in Europe. Source 
believes contact with revolutionaries believed to have had 
taken place earlier this year. 


Source advised that the TED JOANS at Philadelphia 
apparently is a poet or writer and recently read a poem at 
a fund-raising affair held by the Black panther party in 
September, I 968 , at New York City.
